Army Aims 
To Orbit 
A Balloon 


Will Fire ‘Highball’ 


Into Space Soon

WASHINGTON — The Army’s 


next venture into space will be 
an attempt to launch a 12-foot bal- 
loon designed to circle the earth 
at an altitude of about 400 miles. 


The balloon satellite, which has 
been nicknamed ‘Highball’ by 
scientists, will be launched in the 
near future at Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., by one of the Army’s Ex- 
plorer satellite rockets. 


As an added feature in the sat- 
ellite launching, the Army will 
attempt for the first time to give 
the satellite a “‘kick in the apo- 
gee” to send the balloon soaring 
higher and longer in space. 
ORBIT APOGEE 

The “‘kick in the apogee’’ tech- 
nique, developed by Dr. Wernher 
Von Braun of the Army’s missile 
team, calls for firing a small 
rocket when the satellite has com- 
pleted half of its first orbit and 
reached its highest point, or apo- 
gee of the orbit. 


The delayed rocket “kick” gives 
the satellite a slight boost in ve- 
locity. This thereby increases the 
altitude at which the satellite 
passes closest to the earth at 
what is known as the perigee of 
the orbit. The satellite thus would 
follow more of a circular—rather 
than elliptical—orbit and so have 
a longer life space. 


The balloon experiment, de- 
veloped by scientists at the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s Research Center at 
Langley Field, Va., is designed 
to probe the density of space at 
altitudes of several hundred miles.

In Pressure Game 


Renewed shelling of the Nationalist 
Chinese offshore islands yesterday re- 
minds us that the crisis in Formosa Strait 
still exists and so does the threat of war. 


It seems obvious that the Commémists’ 
ending of the cease-fire, timed as it 
is intended somehow to influence talks 
slated this week between Chiang Kai- 
shek and Secretary Dulles. In fact, the 
secretary was en route to Formosa when 
the shelling was resumed, 

The Chinese Reds used the superficial 
charge that the United States had vio- 
lated the truce terms. This the United 
States denies, making it all the more ap- 
parent that the new military pressure is 
aimed at influencing the talks with 
Chiang. 

While it is very difficult to under- 
stand all of Mr. Dulles’ statements on the 
matter, he has appeared to be seeking a 
gradual disengagement on the islands 
while refusing to give ground on Formosa 
itself. He has not been too specific on 
anything, seeming to contradict himself 
from day to day. 

The Communists in Peiping still are 
playing for big stakes. At Warsaw they 
have insisted that negotiations must be 
conducted on the whole Formosa prob- 
lem, not just on the offshore isles. Know- 
ing full well that any concessions on our 
part would be a tremendous. propaganda 
victory for them, they have generated a 
new crisis which increases danger of war 
and make negotiations more difficult. 

The United States still is in a position 
in which retreat would be interpreted as 
defeat. We are also in a position wherein 
Chiang Kai-shek holds tremendous diplo- 
matic trumps. How to. extricate ourselves 
without war will require some of the 
keenest maneuvering in recent history. 

It is improbable the Reds want a ma- 
jor war. But they can turn the crisis on 
and off as they choose, seeking more and 
greater concessions, In this contest of 
nerves, the danger of hostilities will be 
ever present until the fundamental “no 
force” condition becomes a fact. 

Having taken the stand we have, 
the United States must stand firm. We 
cannot retreat nor can we negotiate at 
gunpoint. What happens finally still ap- 
pears to be beyond our control.

This Is a Reminder: 


Dynamite Is Dangerous 


The ease with which dynamite and 
other explosives can be bought in Geor- 
gia—as revealed by Constitution reporter 
James Sheppard—certainly calls for re- 
medial legislation. It is indeed cause for 
alarm that no effective controls exist. 

Theoretically the fire safety com- 
missioner, Zack Cravey, has authority to 
make regulations governing sales of ex- 
plosives. This includes the keeping of 
records on sales—which apparently is vio- 
lated at will—but anybody apparently 
can buy them in any quantity desired. 

How the General Assembly could per- 
mit such a measure as repeal of explo- 
sives’ control laws to pass with little no- 
tice and without substitute legislation is 
a mystery. In the interest of public safety, 
the oversight must be remedied. 

The ease with which firearms, knives 
and other lethal weapons can be bought 
in Georgia also is a matter which can 
stand looking into. 

Today in Georgia anybody can buy 
dynamite and other explosives and any- 
body can buy lethal weapons. Admittedly 
control is difficult. But that is no excuse 
to make no effort whatever.

Even Ike Can’t Save 
California Republicans. 


President Eisenhower yesterday joined 
Vice President Nixon in California to try 
to salvage what is salvageable of the Re- 
publican Party in that state, To na- 
tional observers that appears to be quite 
an order, 

The country’s second most populous 
state with 13 million inhabitants, big, 
brawling California illustrates the di- 
lemma of the GOP in trying to shake cff 
its doldrums in preventing a Democratic 
landslide in the congressional elections. 
This dilemma is further complicated in 
that state in bitter factional fighting. 


Neither the President nor Mr. Nixon 
will be able to heal the bitter dispute 
between Sen. William F. Knowland, can- 
didate for governor against Democrat Ed- 
mund J. Brown, and Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight. Knight, who is running for the 
Senate against Democrat Clair Engle, is 
violently angry at Knowland for elbow- 
ing him out of the governor’s race—a 
race which Knight is certain he could 
have won. 

Neither Knowland nor Knight is will- 
ing to lift a finger to help the other—a situ- 
ation which has split California Repub- 
licans asunder. In a state which is crucial 
in national politics, the outcome is vital. 

Elsewhere on the political scene, Dem- 
ocratic Chairman Paul Butler continues 
his war on Southern Democrats, proving 
that political schizophrenia is not an 
exclusive property of the GOP. He de- 
plores Southern control of congressional 
chairmanships and literally invites all 
who cannot go along with majority plat- 
forms out of the party. 


Such reasoning makes it all the more 
important that Southerners not perr.it 
themselves to be driven out of the party. 
Much will hinge, of course, upon the out- 
come of congressional races. If it proves 
to be a Democratic landslide in areas out- 
side the South, such voices as Butler’s will 
gain strength. And once again is illustrat- 
ed the importance of maintaining the two- 
party system even if both parties do have 
these attacks of schizophrenia.

Officials who control the city’s purse 
strings of course must exert every effort 
in avoiding waste and extravagance in 
carrying out the $21,800,000 renewal pro- 
gram. At the same time they must re- 
member that the fiscal benefits to be de- 
rived over a period of years will be many 
times greater than the cost. 

By all means let economy be the 
watchword in administering the affairs 
of government but at the same time let 
us not become shortsighted when it comes 
to investing wisely in an undertaking 
such as urban renewal from which big 
dividends will flow.

WASHINGTON—QUESTION: How serious is 
the crime problem in the United States? Atty. 
Gen. William F. Rogers: The annual crime re- ) 
port of the Federal Bureau of Investigation indicates t - 
imately 2,796,400 major crimes were committed oe 


In 1958 it appears now that 
about three million major crimes 
will be committed or one crime 
for every 60 persons in the United 
States. The cost of this social evil 
is staggering. 

QUESTION: Can you put the 
cost in dollars? 

ROGERS: Look at it this way: 
This year the nation will spend 
something more than 40 billion 
dollars on national defense. This 
year crime—according to esti- 
mates made by J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the FBI—will cost the 
nation approximately 20 billion 
dollars. This is more than is spent 
on education and many times 
more than is spent on churches 
and religious institutions. , 

QUESTION: Is crime increas- 
ing or lessening in the United 
States? 

ROGERS: Crime is increasing. 
Twenty-five years ago the then 
attorney general reported that 
slightly. over 1,500,000 major 
crimes had been committed. As I 
previously indicated it is estimat- 
ed that about three million major 
crimes will be committed this 
year or an increase of 100 per 
cent in 25 years. Moreover, the 
rate of increase has accelerated 
in recent years. The major crimes 
committed in 1957 represented an 
increase of 9.1 per cent over 1956 
and since 1950 the rate of crime 
in our country has increased at a 
rate four times as fast as the 
growth of our nation.

Less than 10 
per cent of all crimes violate fed- 
eral law. There is no thought of 
materially changing that ratio. It 
would be unwise and repugnant 
to our form of government to cen- 
tralize police power in the federal 
authorities.

Clayton County, just northwest of the center of Georgia, was 
created from parts of Fayette and Henry counties in 1858. It was 
the 125th county formed. The county was named for Judge Augus- 
Se tin S. Clayton, who served in ; 


For six weeks, Federal Gen. William T. Sherman 
take Atlanta by direct storm. In mid-August, he marched his main 
force around Atlanta’s southern flank and seized the Central Rail- 
way at Jonesboro—Atlanta’s last supply line. Confederate Gen. 
William H. Hardee lashed out in an unsuccessful sortie to dis- 
lodge him. However, by a desperate fight against tremenddus 
odds, Hardee held long enough to secure the safe retreat of Hood 
from Atlanta. 


Clayton County covers 149 square miles, ranking 156th in 
size. It has a population! of 32,600 (1967 estimate), ranking 34th in 
population (1950 census). Jonesboro has a population of 1,741 (1957 
estimate). Other towns are Morrow and Lovejoy. Many of the 
county’s residents work in Atlanta. 


There were 804 farms in the county in 1954. Clayton’s agri- 
cultural economy is based principally on livestock—dairy and 
beef cattle—with a strong poultry industry. Only about 20 per 
cent of the farm land is in harvested crops.

The girl who enters the work- 
ing force after high school or 
college can be expected to 
work an average of about four 
years before she quits to get 
married and raise a family. 
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However -she isn’t lost to the 
working force. In about 10 
years, many of these mothers 
of school-age children return 
to work and average another 
23 years on the job. In fact, 
about one-third of the mothers 
in the nation with children un- 
der 18 are employed today as 
compared to only one-sixth of 
the mothers in 1950. 


The vast number of women 
workers 45 and older is increas- 
ing even more rapidly in Geor- 
gia than nationally. And nation- 
ally half the women working 
are 40 or over. 


Of the single women between 
the ages of 20 and 64, three- 
fourths are working. Approxi- 
mately one-third of all married 
women are working, though less 
than one-eighth have children 
under 6.

They thought 
they weren’t budgeting right. 


How did it happen Family A 
and Family B couldn’t? The 
answer is simple. Mr. and Mrs. 
A had simply diverted the $25 
a month savings allotment to 
school fees. And what gave 
them this $25 margin? It boiled 
down to mortgages. Family A 
had bought a home back when 
you could get 25-year, 4 per 
cent mortgages. Family B has 
a 20-year, 4% per cent mort- 
gage. Both loans are for $20,- 
000. But Family A’s payment is 
$105.60, Family B’s $129.40. 

The moral of this tale then is 
this: Your income will do you 
the most good spent on what you 
need and want most. And 
never mind the Joneses.

- In case Georgia does pass some stringent poison laws so that 
‘would-be poisoners can’t get their supply from the corner grocery 
in the form of ant or rat poison, they can still do their dirty work 
with the help of Mother Nature. 


There are many poisonous plants in Georgia, and none of them 
have any skull-and-crossbones label unless you are a plant expert. 
A. R. Brown, associate professor at the University of Georgia 
College of Agriculture, loaned me a book about the common ones 
in Georgia. 


We won't deal with the mushrooms or other poisonous fungi, 
because nearly everyone knows the danger of eating amateur- 
picked mushrooms. Here are some of the plants which can kill 
you or your children or your livestock: 


Rhododendron, the beautiful flowering plant of the mountains, 
can cause convulsions, slow pulse, vomiting, muscular paralysis 
and death if enough of the leaves or twigs are eaten. 

Boxwood, the expensive border shrub, can cause death if the 
leaves and twigs are eaten. Oleander, another well-known house 
shrub, is deadly poisonous in all of its parts. Hemlock (‘not the 
tree) is found in Georgia—maybe you know it as spotted cow- 
bane—but it killed Socrates and it can kill you, too. A very small 
quantity of the root of this plant may cause fatal poisoning. 

Fresh or newly wilted leaves of wild black cherry contain 
deadly prussic acid, which can be fatal. Buckeyes are poisonous 
and so are pokeberries. Why worry about something that no one 
would think of eating? Well, as the father ef four children, I can 
assure you that children will think of eating most anything, and 
will taste substances to satisfy their insatiable curiosity. 

The above list is by no means all of the poisonous plants. 
There are castor beans (I always suspected-that), bracken fern, 
corficockle, cherry laurel, croatalaria, mountain laurel, yellow 
jessamine, common nightshade, jimson weed, buttonbush, white 
snake-root, mandrake root and many, many others, 

And guess what: mistletoe!

WASHINGTON, D. C. -=- Business, emerging from recession, 
is set to move back over ground lost, and to go on to new 
record-breaking highs in the months ahead. This is the 
carefully developed conclusion of the editors of the weekly 
news magazine U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT. 


The low in business activity came in April of this 
year. May and June were recovery months. July was a month of 
seasonal decline. 


Now arise inactivity is gaining momentum. Once well under 
way, it will carry forward to levels higher than any in the 
past. The rise probably will reach its peak in 1960 or 1961. 


Here are seven reasons why the upturn now under way is 
counted on to carry business into new high ground: 


GOVERNMENT SPENDING. Governments -- Federal, State, and 
local <-- in the fourth quarter of the year will be spending 
at an annual rate of 94.8 billion dollars for goods and 
services.

, He also told a press conference here that he 
Jim Mentgomery has no way of knowing when the just-initiated 
study of the proposed ACL-Seaboard Air Line Railway merger will 
be ready. 


Merger of these two railroads would give the Southeast another 
system comparable in both size and importance with the huge 
Southern Railway. 


But consummation of the ACL-SAL flirtation remains a long 
way off, if indeed, it ever comes off. 


Rice said it is being studied because—in view of such facilities 
as expanding federal highways and airports used by competitive 
forms of transportation sans property ownership taxes—‘“‘we have 
to do all we can to keep our railroads as strong as possible, both 
physically and financially.” 


And an ACL-SAL combination would be a “natural.” 


As the young railroad chief noted, ‘‘I doubt if any other two 
railroads in the country have more’’ duplication of routes and 
facilities serving virtually the same areas (primarily in Georgia, 
Florida and the Carolinas). 


One possible result of the study, short of recommendation for 
an out-and-out merger, would be that the two lines try to eliminate 
as many duplicate physical facilities as operations would permit. 


Meanwhile, said Rice, the merger consultants have a lot of 
work ahead of them—poring over virtual mountains of statistical 
data. 


Rice, who spoke here at both the Rotary Club and Transporta- 
tion Club meetings Monday, was also asked what he thought about 
a national business magazine’s recent suggestion that railroads’ 
financial and operating problems might best be cured by estab- 
lishment of regional rail monopolies in each of the nation’s four 
major sections. 


“Frankly, I don’t know,”’ he replied. “I haven't had enough 
time to study this proposal and form an opinion. But as a possible 
solution to maintaining a strong railroad system in this country, it 


should be given serious thought. So should every other possible 
solution.”’
